— Sir 
James H. MacBrien, commissioner 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice, said Monday that Canada _ is 


free of kidnappers and “racketeer- 
ing” gangsters because “we go after 
gangsters fairly 
strong and we 
keep them down.” 

Sir James de- 
fended the death 
penalty as a

alty is none too

Fish Authorities Attend- 
ing Conference in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—A plea 
that conservationists use their 


voting strength in political elec: 
tions was made to the North 

American Wildlife conference 
Monday by Jay N. “Ding” Dar- 
ling, former chief of the Biologi- 
cal Survey. 

More than 1,500 game and fish 
authorities heard Darling's address 
at the conference's opening session 
after greetings were read from 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King of Canada and the 
President of Mexico. 

Mr. King’s message, read by J. 
B. Harkin, Canada’s commissioner 
of national parks, said: 

“The treaty between the United 
States and Canada for the protec- 
tion of migratory birds indicates 
the inter-relation of interests be- 
tween our countries in that phase 
of wildlife conservation. 

“Following the policy established 
by the treaty, Canada is pleased 
to join with the United States of 
America and the Republic of Mex- 
ico in the present effort to advance 
the cause of conservation of North 
American wildlife to the end that 
the full economic and asthetic pos- 
sibilities of this great and distinc. 
tive resource may not only be en- 
joyed by the present generation, 
but be handed down unimpaired 
for the future citizens of this con- 
tinent.” 

CANADA REPRESENTATIVES 

J, B. Harkin and Hoyes Lloyd 
represented the Canadian govefn- 
ment and Senor Juan Zinser spoke 
for Mexico. 

Lloyd, who is secretary of Can- 
ada’s advisory board on wildlife 
protection, told the conference the 
Dominion was making great pro- 
gress in conservation, 

“In spite of grave difficulties con- 
nected with such matters as the 
dependence of native populations 
in remote areas on wild life for 
food, the difficulty of adequately 

the great territory in- 
volved in a matter of this kind and 
other details, Canada has kept faith 
with the principles of the migratory 
bird treaty and is making great 
progress,” he said. 


CLOSE CO-OPERATION 


In Canada there has been close 
co-operation between the Dominion 
authorities .nd the game adminis- 
trations of all the provinces in mat- 
ters relating to the protection of 
migratory birds,” he said. 

“The sanctuary idea in North 
America originated in Canada with 
the establishment in 1887 of Last 
Mountain Lake sanctuary in what 
is now the province of Saskatche- 
wan, because it was recognized the 
invasion of agriculture would re- 
place much of the interesting and 
valuable waterfowl life of the 
prairies, unless such bird safety 
zones were established,” he said, 


CO-ORDINATE EFFORTS 

Lloyd added the advisory board 
on wild life protection was consti- 
tuted in 1916 for the purpose of co- 
ordinating the efforts of all agen- 
cies, provincial and federal, con- 
cerned in the protection and use of 
wild life, to advise in the adminis- 
tration of the Northwest Game Act 
and in regard to legislation necess- 
ary under the treay with the Unit- 
ed States for the protection of mi- 
gratory birds

TORONTO, Feb. 4. Canada’s 
household gods “should not be those 
of the individual parish or of the 
nine regional areas,” President A. 
O, Dawson told the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce at the open- 
ing session of its 10th annual con- 
vention today. 

Strong communities and flourish- 
ing provinces are of course neces- 
sary as a base for the nation, but 
“Canada should have done with 
sectionalism,” he said. “Provincia 
rights should be respected but their 
force ought not to be allowed to de- 
stroy or impair the pillars of the 
national state.” 

The president linked “consuming 
national patriotism” with sound 
ethics in business, public finance, 
and national co-ordination of the re- 
lief problem in a platform “in 
which business should stand united- 
ly today.”

LONDON, Feb. 4—More than 
8,000 workers employed at the big 
Smithfield Central Market here 
voted last night to continue their 
wage strike, which threatens to 
cause a meat famine among Lon- | 
don’s 8,000,000 residents. 

The decision was reached despite 
a government appeal for mediation, 
which led earlier in the day to a 
. . meeting in Butchers’ hall, 
called by the ministry of labor. 

Ernest Bevin, general secretary 
of the Transport and General Work- 
ers’ Union, refused last night to 
comment on the strike decision. It 
was known, however, that union 
leaders had appealed to the dissatis- 
fied workers to stop the walkout 
and return to work. 

Meanwhile, Londoners began to 
husband their kitchen reserves of 
meat as the situation assumed in- 
creasingly grave proportions. 

The strike sprang from dissatis- 
faction with what the men called 
unnecessary delay by a conciliation 
board handling their demands for 
more money.

LONDON, Feb. 4. — Because 

it will be almost impos- 
sible for him to travel much 
in the future, it is well that 
Edward VIII was already one 
of the world’s most-travelled 
men before he assumed the 
crown.

STANDING TOGETHER 

Great Britain, the United States, France and 
Italy have agreed to exchange information at 
the beginning of each year as to the naval con- 
struction each of them will understake. 

The point of the agreement is that the in- 
formation is to be “confidential.” Outsiders 
will not be told what the building plans of 
these four are. If they want to find out they 
will have to join the pact and provide inform- 
ation as to their own building plans. 

Another whoop from Tokio about the 
“insincerity’ of the Powers in thus placing a 
“stigma” upon Japan, may be listened for. 


THE OTHIR SIDE 

Railway executives continue to urge that 
something will have to be done toward regulat- 
ing, and restricting, busses and trucks operating 
in competition with the railways. The infer- 
ence is they intend to bring pressure to bear at 
Ottawa and the provincial capitals to that end. 

No doubt there will have to be somewhat 
more uniform, and in some respects more re- 
strictive, regulation of these highway carriers. 
Not in the interest of the railways only or 
mainly, but in the interest of the public. 

But something else will also have to take 
place if the railways are to recover their posi- 
tion, or avoid still further loss of business. They. 
will heve to put themselves into actual and 
active competition with the busses and trucks— 
which for some reason they have never yet 
done. 


THE WAY OF ESCAPE 

Mr. Magor says he has not advised the Pro- 
vincial Government to default its obligations, 
and does not plan to do that. He is trying to 
make such readjustments as will enable it to 
escape having to do so. 

The province has got to the place where 
advising and planning are not necessary to put 
it in default. It will get there without any 
steering unless its debt charges are cut down 
into keeping with the earning power of its tax- 
payers. 

Nothing else can do the trick. “Firing” civil 
servants will not save the situation. There are 
not enough of them, If they were all let out 
or worked for nothing the “economy” would 
not balance the budget. 

Crippling worth while public services would 
never meet the case. That would lessen, not 
increase, the earning power and taxpaying 
power of the public. What is equally to the 
point—it would stir up public resentment, and 
angry taxpayers are not hopeful sources from 
whom to collect revenue 


The one way to avoid default is to refund 
the debt, and do it in the “drastic” way taxpayer 
earnings have been slashed. 

It is to be hoped that what the Government's 
advisor told the bond-dealers and bond-holders 
at Toronto got into their minds as well as their 
ears, 


THE ETERNAL TOPIC 

It was a good joke when Mark Twain first 
made the observation that while everyone 
talked of the vagaries of the weather nobody 
seemed to do anything about it. 

That is still true, but the lack of action is 
not to be charged to any lack of will. Most 
Albertans think they could have improved on 
January weather if they had known how, and 
would have tried willingly enough. 

It was a month of “solid” winter weather, of 
the “good old fashioned kind” people like to 
talk about but would rather experience in 
memory than in present and uncomfortable fact. 

The meteorological office supplies the some- 
what surprising information that the month was 
not as cold as January of last year by .6 points. 
Still, that does not help much, and wouldn't 
have helped much if we had known it at the 
time. The frost stayed on the windows, and 
coat collars and fuel bills went up just the same.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


Are the eastern mortgage and loan com- 
panies in an agreement not to loan any more 
money in Alberta? 

A friend who has been anxious to secure 
a loan on mortgage has written to several 
eastern mortgage companies. They all tell the 
same tale—no money to loan 
in Alberta. 

Some make excuses, as 
that they have no inspector 
at Edmonton. Some are quite 
frank. Here is one that 
leaves nothing to the imagin- 
ation. It says: 

“We are sorry we are 
not prepared to do any 
mortgage loaning  busi- 
ness in Alberta at pre- 
J. S. Cowper sent... 

“With a good deal of unfavorable ex- 
perience of the legislative interference in 
Alberta with mortgage contracts, our Board 
decided about a year ago that we could do 
no further business in the province until 
there is a decided change in that respect. 

“The general political situation and out- 
look in the province is also against the in- 
vestment of funds there, as the effect of 
attempting to institute unpracticable vision- 
ary financial policies might have a serious 
effect upon the economic and financial posi- 
tion of the province and all its citizens.” 

One can understand the care eastern Joan 
companies must exercise. Their funds for loan- 
ing are trust funds. But in this case the appli- 
cant is a man in permanent and well-paid 
employment in the city. He could not come 
under the protective wing of the Farmer’s Debt 

Adjustment Act if he wanted to. He is a victim 
of these easy orators who harrow the souls of 
eastern audiences by pictures of the gunny-sack 
clad inhabitants of Alberta and the gas-less 
autos in the silent streets of Edmonton and 
Calgary. 

This is another urgent reason for the early 
creation in vast quantities of provincial credit 
from the end of a fountain pen, so that we can 
make interest-free loans to deserving citizens, 
and change our foreign debt into a domestic 
one. The advantages of this are set out on 
page 53 of the Social Credit Manual by Wm. 
Aberhart, B.A., where, in telling us how to free 
the province from its public debt, he says: 

“The first step would be to transfer, as 
soon as possible, the foreign debt into a 
domestic one, so that all payments towards 
its liquidation would constantly circulate 
within the bounds of our own province.” 

In refusiag to lend our citizens money on 
mortgage, these eastern loan companies may 
be speeding the day when we will get $25 or 
$75 a month dividends, with interest-free loans 
to liquidate private debts. 


When the S.S. Oarangi sailed from Vancou- 
ver last week for Australia, she carried on 
board an eminent scientist, his wife and son, 
and on her after-deck a weird contraption that 
looked as if assembled in a junk-vard. 

The scientist was Dr. Arthur Holly Compton, 
University of Chicago professor and Nobel 
Prize winner for 1927. He is regarded in many 
quarters as the world’s leading authority on 
cosmic rays. He is to stop for five weeks at 
Honolulu to write a book on cosmic rays. 

The seeming bunch of junk on the after 
deck of the liner was a machine he has invented 
(with the assistance of Prof. Bennett of Boston 
and Dr. E. O. Wallin of St. Louis) for the 
measuring the intensity of cosmic rays. Apart 
from its instrument board, it looks to the lay 
eye like a bomb, surrounded by tons of lead 
shot. The bomb is filled with argon—the color- 
less, odorless gas now used instead of nitrogen 
for filling tungsten electric globes. The two 
tons of fine Jead shot that surround the gas 
bomb are to insulate it against all other rays. 
The machine is mounted on a dozen insulating 
sheets of lead. It is so delicate, the rays from 
the radium dial of a wrist watch will affect it. 

Contrary to common belief, cosmic rays are 
not powerful. If all the cosmic rays reaching 
the earth could be harnessed, they would not 
total more than 100 horse power. Their dis- 
tinction is in their high potential. The highest 
potential yet produced in a laboratory is 
1,000,000 volts. That of the radium ray is about 
5,000,000 volts. But the potentials of the cosmic 
rays vary from a thousand million to a million 
million volts. 

Canadians can feel parental pride in cosmic 
rays. They are the discovery of two Canadian 
scientists, the late Dr. Rutherford of McGill and 
Prof. J. C. McLennan of Toronto University. 


Unless you want to earn the scorn of the 
man of science, don’t ask him the practical 
purpose of the 1l-year program for the study 
of cosmic rays. He has no practical object, but 
he hopes to enter a new world of* knowledge, 
which will enable him to learn the secret of 
many of earth’s mysteries. 

Seven of these machines have been placed at 


Strategic points of the earth to make continuous 


records of our cosmic ray bombardment, dur- 
ing the eleven-year sunspot period. Dr, Comp- 
ton is busy making additional observations. He 
has travelled the earth in its length and width 
and height and depth. He has journeyed from 
the Rockies to the Swiss Alps, climbed Mt. 
Cook in New Zealand, the Hilalayas and the 
Peruvian Andes. He has made observations 
from the tablelands of Mexico, the jungles of 
Panama and the islands of Hawaii. He has 
been 1500 feet in a dank mine and sent his 
instruments aloft 11% miles into the strato- 
sphere. 

Learning while in Mexico that a Canadian 
government steamer was to leave Fort Church- 
ill for the Arctic, he hastened thither. Within 
a space of thirty days he had exchanged sub- 
tropical heat for the ice-packs in the vicinity 
of the magnetic pole. 

The trip through the southern hemisphere 
is expected to determine the direction from 
which cosmic rays come, on the same principle 
that makes driving rain hit one side of the 
house more than the others. 

The source of the cosmic rays is so distant, 
says Compton, that in all probability, travelling 
at 186,000 miles per second, they take ten billion 
years to reach the earth. Man, who can weigh 
the distant worlds in nis astronomic balances is 
seeking further into the unknown and the un-

Epilepsy 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The word epilepsy comes from the Greek 
word meaning “seizure” and the term usually 
refers to falling fits which may be called seiz« 
ures or convulsions. There are three principal 
forms of epilepsy. The most severe type is 
called Grand Mal and during the seizures the 
patient may fall to the floor, 
the. muscles jerking wildly, 
the patient frothing at the 
mouth while unconscious. 
The average length of time 
for one of these seizures to 
continue is about ten minutes. 

The second type of epilep- 
sy is much milder and is 
called Petit Mal, usually con- 
sisting of a temporary loss of 
consciousness without con- 
vulsions. The patient may 
stare straight ahead of him for a few seconds, 
forget what he is doing, or drop whatever he 
has in his hands. Sometimes the attack con- 
sists only of dizziness. 

A third type of epilepsy is called Nocturnal 
epilepsy and all of the seizures occur at night. 
A patient may have such attacks for years be- 
fore he discovers from his bitten tongue and 
blood stained pillow that he undergoes them. 
Occasionally a patient is found who will have 
a mixture of several types of epilepsy. Epilepsy 
may appear in conjunction with, and may be 
masked by, other disorders. 

A large percentage of cases develop before 
the age of 15 in boys and before the age of 16 
in girls. Comparatively few cases develop in 
later years, and if you have escaped epilepsy 
up to the age of 30, you will probably never 
develop the disorder. There is one exception 
to this and that is the type of epilepsy which 
follows injury to the head. Experts are point- 
ing out that, as a result of the frequent automo- 
bile accidents which bring about severe head 
injuries, we may expect more of these cases of 
epilepsy which develop later in life. 

Generally the sufferer from epilepsy has no 
way of telling when he will have another 
seizure, although in most cases, they occur at 
fairly regular intervals. In some cases the fits 
may occur only a few times in many years, or 
they may return twice a month or oftener. 
Many men of genius, such as Napoleon and 
Caesar, are said to have been epileptics. 

Many people become greatly alarmed on ob- 
serving one in epileptic convulsions, but it is 
well to realize that very little treatment can 
be used during a falling fit of the Grand Mal 
type. Simply see that the patient is comfort- 
able, that he is given breathing room, and place 
some soft object between the teeth to prevent 
biting of the tongue or of the inner side of the 
cheeks. A clean handkerchief is probably the 
best object to use, although it is necessary to 
take care not. to injure the gums in inserting 
the object. One does not need to try to stop 
the seizure, as it will stop of itself, and there 
is nothing that the layman can do to arouse the 
patient quickly. After the attack, the patient 
should be allowed to sleep if he desires to do so. 

Many people neglect the treatment of 
epilepsy because of the mistaken idea that it 
does not yield to treatment. This is the wrong 
attitude, as a certain proportion of the cases can 
be greatly helped. I have known of many re- 
coveries, even in severe cases, when the patient 
secured corrective treatment. 

With the exception of those few cases of 
epilepsy due to accident or to disease of the 
brain, most cases are due to a definite toxemia 
from intestinal puirefaction. The only im- 
portant cause of epilepsy I have ever found is 
poisoning from the ‘intestines. For many years 
I have seen case after case recover following 
the use of eliminative measures such as fasting, 
dieting, the enema, and corrective manipulation 
of the intestines. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Dora M. asks: “When a patient 
has leaky heart valves, what are the most 
common signs of the abnormal heart con- 
dition?” 

ANSWIR—Some of the symptoms of valv- 
ular leakage of the heart are: shortness of 
breath following mild activity, rapid beating of 
the heart, and perhaps a bluish discoloration 
of the lips and fingernails. In many cases, the 
damage done to the heart valves is light and in 
such instances the heart will compensate for 
the injured valves with the result that the 
patient does not even know that the valves 
have been harmed. However, I do not advise 
that the patient attempt to diagnose the case 
himself and when a heart disorder is suspected, 
the best thing to do is to have the heart 
examined by a doctor who will have the neces- 
sary training and experience to know if the 
heart, is sound, or if the valves are defective.

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On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1890, Hon. John 
Macdonald, senator, died at To- 
tonto. He was indeed a self 
made man. The son of a former 
drummer in the 98rd Regiment, 
afterwards a druggist in Toronto, 
John Macdonald worked his way 
from a messenger boy to be an 
apprentice in an importing house, 
where he had to live in as was 
the custom of apprentices of those 
days. Most of the lads were care- 
less about religion, but there was 
one who took his faith seriously 
and he converted John Macdon- 
ald from adherence to the Pres- 
byterian Confession of Faith to 
belief in the doctrines of John 
Wesley, and so interested was 
the convert that he became a 
local preacher, planning to be- 
come a minister. But his health 
gave way and he had to go to 
the West Indies. Returning to 
Toronto with restored health, 
young Macdonald soon went into 
business for himself and has the 
record of having opened the first 


—_o— 


shop on Yonge street, Toronto, in 
1849. He practised religion in his 
daily business and he made his 
employees do the same, whether 
they liked it or not; indeed in 
that respect he was regarded by 
some as a “tyrant”. His religion 
forced him into charitable work; 
he was one of the founders of the 
Y.M.C.A., the Bible Society, the 
Lord’s Day Alliance and was one 
of those who came to the aid of 
the Salvation Army when it was 
attacked by mobs and hauled to 
police court for preaching in the 
streets. Mr. Macdonald was 
M.L.A. for Toronto West, 1863-67; 
was defeated for the House of 
Commons in 1867 but elected at 
a by-election in 1875, and is not- 
able for the fact that it was 
upon his motion that the order 
was adopted for the saying of 
prayers at the opening of each 
daily session. In 1887 John Mac- 
donald was called to the Senate 
by Sir John A. Macdonald, a pole 
itical foe but a personal friend.

One and one-half cups shred- 
ded fresh cocoanut, 1 cup bread 
crumbs, 1 cup cocoanut milk, 3-4 
cup sugar, 1-3 cup melted butter, 
2 egg yolks, 1 teaspoon vanilia. 

Beat yolks of eggs until very 
light with sugar. Beat in butter and 
add bread crumbs, cocoanut, vanilla 
and milk of cocoanut, Pour into a 
buttered baking dish, place in a 
pan of hot water and bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) for 
one hour. Cover with a meringue 
made with the whites of eggs 
beaten ‘until stiff with six table- 
spoons sugar.

The most astonishing thing about 
the deal is the number of defensive 
tricks that it is possible to win against 
a spade contract.

Redmond, who 
was a part time employee of Cur- 
lett was under suspicion, and as a 
result of this the insurance com- 
panies cance!led all policies on the 
$32,000 hotel. 

Curlett, according to his story, 
believed that he was being 
“framed,” and sent Redmond away 
while he conducted his own in- 
vestigation of the affair. He said 
that the incident was “myster- 
iously” hushed up in Westlock. 

The accused stepped off the wit- 
ness stand at 11 a.m. after a day 
and a half of questioning but will 
be recalled later for more cross- 
examination by Mr. McClung 


Curlett parried the questions of | 


J. W. McClung, associate crown 
prosecutor, for more than two 
hours Monday afternoon as he told 
his own story of the insurance poli- 
cies on his home and contents, de- 
stroyed by fire November 18, 1933. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION 

Under seaarching cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. McClung, he admitted 
that from 1922 till 1933 he had only 
carried $3,000 insurance on the con- 
tents of his home. At the time of 
the fire, insurance on the contents 
totalled $17,500. 

Mr. McClung dwelt at 
length on Exhibit 2, the famous in- 
ventory of contents of the house 
which Curlett made up, he testified, 
shortly before the fire. I have to- 
talled your own values of the con- 
tents in this inventory and they 
come to $14,421.28," the prosecutor 
said. 

Curlett, who claimed $17,500 for 
these items, told Mr. McClung that 
he hadn't ever totalled the invent- 
ory himself, but he was prepared to 
dispute the prosecutor's figures. 

Another item which sent the 
crown questioning deeply was that 
of the excavations for the house. 
Curlett said that the actual excava- 
tions cost only $65, while it cdst 
him $300 to cart away the dirt that 
came out of the hole in the ground. 
Fifty loads of the dirt were spread 
over the Westlock roads. 


F. K. Grindley Dies

RECEIVED AT 
CIVIC BLOCK 


Calgary Power Company | 
Submits Five Alternative | 
Exchange Plans : 


Five alternative proposals pro- 
viding for the supply of power ! 
by the Calgary Power Co, to Ed- ; 
monton have been submitted to 
the city commission board by the 
company, it was learned Tuesday. 
One of the proposals would give 
a standby service, while another 
embraces a five-year plan for 
the operation of the city plant 
by the Calgary Power Company. 


COMPANY OPERATES 

General principle involved in 
ithe Jastementioned offer follows: 
“The company would maintain-and 
Opératé, at the company's expense, 
the city’s power and pumping plant 
in conjunction with its own sys- 
tem, and would supply in bulk the 
city’s requirements of power and 
of treated water at the plant. The 
company would reimburse the city 
for the interest and sinking fund 
charges applicable to the electric 
generating facilities and would 
provide major replacements and 
additions to these facilities as ap- 
proved by the city, the company 
to be reimbursed by the city, upon 
termination of this agreement, for 
such expenditures less reasonable 
depreciation. 


MINOR REPLACEMENTS 

“Additions and major replace- 
ments to the other facilities would 
be for the account of the city, but 
minor replacements for the whole 
plant would be at the company's 
expense. In effect, the price for 
power would be an inclusive price, 

whereas the price for water would 
cover operation, maintenance and 
all minor replacements. The city 
would be adequately protected as 
regards the standard of mainten- 
ance of the plant and the quality 
of both services.” 

Under this plan, the charge for 
electric energy delivered to the 
city’s outgoing distribution feed- 
ers and to the alternating current 
side of the street railway conver- 
sion grperates in the power house 
would 0.66 cents per kilowatt 
hour, provided the annual load 
factor is 40 per cent. or higher. 
WATER CHARGE 

A charge of $41 per million gal- 
lons would be charged for filtered 
and treated water delivered into 
the high pressure mains at the 
pumping station. 

The company would purchase 
an average of at least 45,000 tons of 
coal per year, provided coal was 
available as and when required, at 
an average price not exceeding 
$1.40 per ton delivered at the pow- 
er house, or the equivalent price at 
the mine. 

The five-year standby service 
plan offered by the pany pro- 
vides for the supply by the com- 
pany to the city of all energy re- 
quired in emergency, as well as 
such energy as the city might desire 
to purchase and the company desire 
to sell. The standby charge would 
be: until the city's peak load passes 
18,000 k.w., a charge of $60,000 per 
year, and thereafter an additional 
charge of $30 per kw. per year for 
any excess over 18,000 kilowatts. 


ENERGY CHARGE 

Energy charge under the stand- 
by service would be 0.3 cents per 
kilowatt hour when the company’s 
storage was not being depleted, 
and otherwise 0.5 cents per k.w.h. 

The third offer provides for the 
renewal of the agreement between 
the city and company which ex- 
pired September 30, 1935. Under 
this scheme, the city purchased its 
requirements, excluding pumping, 
from April to October, inclusive, 
and generated most of its require- 
m€nts on base load turing the bal- 
ance of the year. 


EXCESS POWER 

Energy charge made. under this 
scheme would be 0.5 cents per 
kwh, for the first 20,000,000 
k.w.h, per annum supplied by the 
company, with a rate of 0.4 cents 
for excess supplied. 

The demand charge would be $12 
per k.w. per annum for the maxi-

First, however, he reminded the 
miners that craft unionists, whom 
Lewis now is fighting, had given 
them considerable financial support 
in “evil days”. The U.M.W. presi- 
dent's contention is that all work- 
ers in an industry should belong to 
one union, rather than have a union 
for each craft in an industry, The 
A.F. of L. disapproves. 

Scattered applause grected the 
end of Green’s speech. Then Lewis 
arose.

Don't 
you think it would be a good 
idea for me to get a little stand 
at the race tracks next summer, 
so I could make a little money 
to live in a house again, and

All I'd like is a chance to make 
a living again. They intend to 
tear this place down in the 
spring in order to build a new 
place, so I'll have to go. The 
doctors told me long ago they 
could do me no more good, that 
it all depen@s on myself.”
